Applicant argues that the Malamud patent does not describe any graphic element that is displayed when a field data includes a separator 
indicating there are multiple values for the field. (Remarks, page 9, 1st para.) 

In response, the combination of Malamud and Zamora-McKeIvy teaches the claim limitations. Malamud teaches displaying a graphical 
element (e.g.. the cursor the points to the destination object icon and the name of the destination object is displaying along with the name 
of the source object as part of the cursor; col.2. lines 2-5). Zamora-McKeIvy shows a field data includes a separator indicating there are 
multiple values for the field (see Fig.3). 

Applicant argues that there is no teaching or suggestion of a first and second portion of a field data being selectively presented. (Remarks, 
page 9. last para.) 

In response, Malamud teaches of a first and second portion of a field data being selectively presented (e.g., a cursor, a source-object icon 
for a source object, and a destination-object icon for a destination object are displayed on a video display. The cursor is moved to point to 
the source object icon in response to movements of a mouse by a user. A name of the source object is displayed as part of the cursor on 
the video display; col.1, lines 58-64). 

As to dependent claims 2-8, 10-16 and 18-24, the arguments are not persuasive for reason as discussed above with regards to 
independent claims 1, 9 and 17. 
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
